LONDON, NOV I S - Deep mys­ 
tery shrouded the whereabouts of 
Adolf Hitler following delivery of 
a gloomy war proclamation, alleg­ 
edly his own. but read by Heinrich 
Himmler, A wave of rumors con­ 
cerning the Reich fuehrer s fate 
swept Germany as well as Allied 
nations. 
The proclamation was issued for 
the

There was nothing startling or new 
rn it# text. 
It adhered to the recent general 
pattern of Nazi propaganda, men­ 
tioning final victory only once, 
again deacnbing the war as being 
waged to defend Europe against 
the East and frequently employing 
sucfi phrases as “ultim ate success” 
and “preservation of our people ” 
“Mystery Story”
